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TWELYE WERE KILLED

And as Many Icjured in a Canada
Railroad Wreck.

-

GAUSED BY MISPLAOED SWITCIH.
Lavern! Cars Smashed Almost to Splin-
ters and Both Enginea Destroyed.
Barenre Cnr Driven Into a Second
Class Conch and Passengzors Crushed.
Trenton. Ont. Nov, 1WG—A Grand
Trunk express train bound for Toronto
crashed inte a moving (relght train

near Murray Hill crossing, two miles
woest of there, and several cars were
smashed almost to splinters. So far

a= known 12 peonle were killed and a
doxen  ¢r mare scriously injured. A
misplaced switch wis the cause of the
acvcident, the westbound train taking
the wrong track., on which was the
eastbound freight.

The express train consisted of ex-
press, mall and baggage cars, a second
«'asa car, one first ciass coach and two
Pullman slecpers. The second class car
was next to the baggage car and ahead
of the first class conch and sieepers. It
was pretty well filled with people, there
being twenty or more passengers in it,
and hardly any of them escaped with-
oul Injury.

Between Belleville and Murray Hill
crossing the road Is single tracked, the
only plece of single truck between To-
ronte and Montreal., Ar Maorray Hill

. crossing the westbound express usunlly

leaves the single track and takes the
double track, and it was about a mlile
and a bhalf west of this point where
the accident occurred,

Whether the slgnals were right or
not will never he known, the engineer
and fireman of the wrecked train being
both dead. Both engines were totally
destroyed, and the freight was thrown
completely over the passenger eagine
into the ditch beyond,

The engineer and fireman of the
freight engine. Thomas Ivens and Alex
Toppin, both of Torogto, jumped and
epcaped with slight injuries,. W. H,
Brady, engineer, of Bellevilie, and John
McDonald, fireman, of Belleville, who
were in charge of the passenger en-
gine, were killed.

The greatest destructlon was wrought
in the second class car. The baggage
ecar was driven into and almost com-
pletely through it, the passengers be-
ing crushed and mangled underneath
the timbers of the car. The mall car
was foreed right on top of the baggage
car, and the express car was partially
wrecked., The first class car was un-
injured, = were also the Lwo aleepera,
although the passengers weres awaken-
ed by the shock. The work of pulling
out the dead and Injured was com-
menced immediately. Bome of the
bodies were so horribly mangled thal
recognition was almost impossible. The
injured were taken to the hospltal at
Belleville,

The dead are: Willlam Luness and
Charles Goodchild, cattle drovers, To-
ronto; John Qasey. engineer off dutly,
Belleville: Willlam Brady, engioeer of
express, Belleville; John McDonald,
fircman of express, Beilgwville; Merie C.
Kern, George Habrich and KKatrine
Habrich, natives of Russia, three other
Russians—man, woman and female
child—all unidentified; unknown man,
legs and part of trunk only recovered,
All the Russian party had through
tickets to Cincinnati. They arrived at
Queber last week on the steamship
Laurentinian.

BRYAN ON ELECTIONS.

The Nebraska Colonel Submits te
a Press Interview.

THE RESULT KOT SURPRISING

TFeoDle Voted Not on Party Issues,
But to Spatain the Aministration
That Conducted a Successinl War,
Chicago PlatformWill Be ReafMlirmed.

Lincoln, Nob., Nov. 16.—Colonel W, J.
Bryan la=t night gave to the presa the
following interview relative to the late
election;

“Whiles T @0 not understand thot ser-
viee in the volunieer army prevents o
soldier from expressing his opinlons
upon political questions, 1 deciined to
take part in the late campnign lest [
should Le accused by partisan oppo-
nents of attempting to embarrass the
adminisiration. Now that the election
iz over 1 aball exercise a citizen's priv-
llege of discussing the reiurne.

“Compared with (ke election of 1896,
the Hepublicans have gained In some
places and lost in others. It was not
2 sweeping Republican victory. On the
whole the result Is not surprising when
It a2 remembered that the administra-
tlon 12 just coneluding a succesaful war.
While a2 majority of the soldiers are
probably anti-Repubiicans, the man-
agement of the war has been entirely In
Republican hands, and the strongest
arcument ueedd during the campaign
was that a Republican defeat would
discredit the president In the eyes-of
forelgn nations, while his commission-
ers were engaged in making a treaty.

“It was not a trinl upon the issues
now before the people, but a succesaful
plea for a continuance of the case. The
people have not accepted the goid
slandard: they have not fallen in love
with the plan to give the banks a
monopoly of the issue of paper money;
they have not decided to retire the
greenbacks; they have not surrendered
to the trusts,

“These questiors were forced into the
background by the declaration of war,
but they must be faced again as goon
as peace is restored. The Chicago
plattorm presonts for public consider-
ation certain vital economic questions.
That platform has not been abandoned
by those who indorsed it in 1806. It
will be reafMrmed in 1200, because it
gives expression to the hopes and as-
pirations of a large majority of the
party. -

“When the Demaocrats, Populists and
Silver ipublicans favored Cuban in-
dependéfe they understood that war
would give a temporary advantage to
the party in power, but they were will-
ing to risk defeat in order to ald the
people fighting to be free.

“Neither can the election be regard-
ed asz an indorsement of any definite
foreign policy. Until a treaty of peace
has been entered into and the terms
made known the pecple cannot pass
Judgment upon &, Whether the war
will raise any queﬁtion of sufficlent im-
portance to turn public attention away
from Democratic problems remains to
be seecn.”

In 1egard to the Nebraska election he
said:

“A lght vole was cast in Nebraska,
but the fusionlsts have elected the en-
tire state ticket and carried the same
congressional districts that they car-
ried in 1886 1f Senator Allen is de-
feated for re-election it will be be-
cauze senators are clected by leglsia-
tors Instead of by the people. If a
Republican senator s chosen by the
new legislature he will go to Wash-
Ington to represent a minority of the
people of the state, and to thwart the
wil! of the majority.”

GOOD NEWS FOR DREYFUS.

The Prisoner of Devil's Island to Be
Immaodiately Notlfied,

Paria, Nov. 18.—The minister of war
was Informed yvesterday by the court of
cassation that it had been decided to
cable to Captaln Dreyfus, on Devil's
Island, instructing him to prepare his
defepse. Informution as to the dpels-
fon of the court ought to reach Drey-
fus on the Isle Du Diable within two
days. When the news was imparted to
Mme.
